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City & county students show improvement 


as graduation exam results are released 


The State Dept. of Education has 
released the results of the fall 1987 
administration of the Alabama High 
School Graduation Examination. 
More than 45,000 Alabama juniors 
took this test, and they are the fifth 
class to be required to pass the 
graduation exam prior to receiving a 
high school diploma. 

‘*The scores from this adminis- 
tration of the AHSGE are the highest 
since this program was initiated in 
1983,’’ said State Supt. of Education 
Dr. Wayne Teague. ‘‘Not only did 
students improve in all three areas of 
the test, but the percentage of 
repeaters who passed was the 
highest ever. 

“This clearly shows that our 
remedial programs are working and I 
commend our teachers and our 
students for their efforts toward 
improvement.”’ 

The graduation examination is a 
culmination of the Basic Competency 
Tests administered in grades three, 
six and nine. The BCT program is 
designed to ensure that high school 
graduates have acquired certain 
minimum skills before they are 
awarded a diploma. : In addition to 
passing the graduation exam, 
students must also acquire the 
necessary Carnegie units. 

Passing percentages for this 
administration were: 

Reading - 98 percent 

Mathematics - 97 percent 

Language - 96 percent

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AIDS education to begin across the state

The rustling sound of textbook 
pages turning in Alabama public 
schools will soon carry with it a 
lifesaving message as the state 
implements a course designed to 
help educate high schoolers about 
the dangers of AIDS, 

Beginning in this school year’s 
second semester, which opens after 
the Christmas holidays, students in 
grades seven through 12 will be 
asked to attend the program 
developed by the Alabama State 
Dept. of Education’s Instructional 
Services division. 

The program, which includes a 
series of five 50-minute lectures, will 
use a 90-page curriculum provided 
by the Instructional Services division 
to educate the students about what 
AIDS is, how it is transmitted and 
how it can be prevented. 

‘This program was custom made 
for the Alabama school systems,” 
Assistant Director of Instructional 
Services Martha Barton _ said 
Wednesday. “It is well enough 
prepared that a teacher doesn’t have 
to have a degree in biology or 
immunology to be able to get the 
message across.’’ 

Barton and her staff developed 
the program in response to an 
August 27 resolution passed by the 
State Board of Education that called 
for the development of AIDS 
education program for Alabama 
schools, 

The program was approved by 
the board last Thursday, and is now 
scheduled to begin in early 
December when officials from each 
individual school district will attend 
a one-day orientation seminar at one 
of 10 locations across the state to 
become familiar with the program. 
Those people, in turn, will hold 
orientation sessions in their districts 
to familiarize more than 6,000 
teachers with the program. 

Details such as when and in what 
courses the program will be. taught, 
as well as possible methods of 
exemption from the program, will be 
left to the discretion of each 
individual school district, The 
program is considered mandatory by 
the state board, but parents who 
object to the curriculum can have 
their children exempted from the 
sessions. 
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Those sessions will include 
discussions of what AIDS is and why 
it should be studied as well as the 
different methods of transmission 
and prevention. One session will 
also examine individual decision 
making with an emphasis on 
teaching teenagers to abstain. 

It is that emphasis on abstinence 
that Barton believes has brought this 
program under less fire than 
previous attempts to adopt sex 
education programs. 

“There is some opposition from 
the general public,’’ Barton said, 
“but, it is not close to anything like 
we have seen before. (And) the 
majority of school administrators are 
eager to get something done from 
the state level.’’ 

Barton said she believed a 
distinction could be drawn between 
sex education and AIDS education, 

“We're trying to teach people 
that there are safe categories, some 
risk categories and categories of high 
risk,’’ Barton said. If you tell 
someone that abstinence is safe, that 
a barrier such as a condom provides 
some risk, and having sex unpro- 
tected is a high risk, that’s AIDS 
education. 

“Telling someone about the 
proper use of a condom is sex 
education and that is not what we are 
trying to do,”’ 

She said inquiries into such areas 
as birth control and the proper use of 
condoms would be referred to local 
county health officials. 

Barton said the bottom line to the 
program is the message that AIDS 
kills. 

‘*We have to get across that this 
is a Virus so small it can’t be seen 
under a microscope, that it is trans- 
mittable and if you get it, you are 
going to die,’’ Barton said, 

The increase in the number of 


_ AIDS cases in Alabama since the 


first reported case in 1982 supports 
the Board of Education’s belief that 
some type of educational program is 
needed, 

According to Alabama State 
Director of Disease Control Donald 
Williamson, the number of AIDS 
cases in Alabama has tripled since 
1986. 

From 1982 to 1986, 72 cases were 
reported, In this year alone, 13] 
AIDS cases have been added to the 
disease control file, 

Williamson supported the 
introduction of the AIDS education 


program at the high school level for a 
State which ranks fifth nationally in 
teenage births and had some 6,500 
reported cases of gonorrhea in the 15 
to 19 age group last year. 

‘*National surveys have shown 
that 70 percent of this country’s 
17-year-olds are sexually active,’’ 
Williamson said, ‘‘and there is no 
reason to think that our young people 
here in Alabama are any different 
from young people in other states. 
They are sexually active. 

‘It is our duty to keep kids from 
dying. Our goal is to stop AIDS,”’ 

Williamson described the 
program’s two main areas of 
concern, saying the emphasis would 
be placed on conveying information 
about the risk of becoming infected 
and ways to prevent that, plus 
sending a message to people in the 
30 to 50 age group who have been in 
a monogamous relationship for a 
long period of time that AIDS is not a 
threat to them. 

“The message has to focus on 


and clearly enunciate how the 
disease is not transmitted as well as 
how it is,’’ Williamson said. 

Barton agreed. 

‘*We have toteach as much about 
what we call the ‘afraids’ as we do 
AIDS,’’ she said, ‘‘We just want the 
kids to know factual information 
about AIDS so they can stay alive.’’ 

The program also has the 
approval of Governor Guy Hunt, 
who, despite his position as a funda- 
mentalist Primitive Baptist preacher, 
supports the program fully, accord- 
ing to his Press Secretary Terry 
Abbott. : 

Speaking for Hunt at a Wednes- 
day press conference, Abbott said, 
“Governor Hunt believes in keeping 
people alive. Several people have 
asked him about having the word sex 
deleted from AIDS education, but he 
thinks it is stupid not to talk about 
sex when educating about AIDS. He 
feels you can’t play politics with 
people's lives.”’ 


Young woman abducted at 


local post office & raped 


Area law enforcement officials 
are continuing their investigation 
this week into the weekend rape of a 
woman who was reportedly abducted 
in Elba, raped and held captive for 
approximately 15 hours. 

According to Police Chief John 
Ed White, a 20-year-old Elba woman 
was checking her mailbox at the Elba 
Post Office at approximatély 9 p.m. 
on Friday, Nov. 27, when a white 
male with a pistol approached her 
and order the woman to leave the 
post office and go to her car. 

The victim was then forced to a 
residence by the assailant, where 
she was raped and held captive for 


15 hours against her will. 

The victim was reported to be 
tied and blindfolded during much of 
the ordeal, but managed to escape 
and ran to a business near the 
residence for help. 

The victim's car was later 
recovered behind a local business in 
Elba. 

Conducting the investigation are 
the Elba Police Dept., district 
attorney's office, Alabama Dept. of 
Forensic Science and Coffee County 
Sheriff's Dept. 

Anyone having any information 
in the investigation is urged to 
contact the Elba Police Dept.

Dr. Martha Barton, assistant 
superintendent for Student 
Instructional Services, State Dept. of 
Education, in commenting on the 
most recent results of the AHSGE, 
said, ‘‘Just as the achievement 
tests our students take have specific 
objectives, so does this graduation 
exam, : 

‘*The results on the tests leading 
to the AHSGE help school systems to’ 
improve instructional programs, but 
more importantly, they are designed 
to help the individual student,’’ she 
said. 

‘From the results for the past 
several years, there is no question in 
my mind that this program is an 
important part of our total testing 
program,’’ 

Teague also commended the 
school systems that exceeded their 
passing percentages of last year. 
There were 92 systems that equaled 
or surpassed the 1986 percentage in 
Reading; 102 systems in Math; and 
105 in the Language area. 

“Our AHSGE is continuing to 
meet the objectives for which it was 
originally designed,’’ said Teague. 
‘Many people are responsible for 
the success of Alabama’s compre- 
hensive testing program, which I 
believe is one of the best in the 


nation.’’ 

The state superintendent said it 
was obvious that those systems 
already scoring in the high nineties 
would find it very difficult to improve 
their scores. 

Also, the percentage of students 
(excluding special education 
students) passing all three subjects 
on their first attempt has risen from 
81.9 in 1983 to 93.3 for the 1987 fall 
administration. 

The AHSGE is given twice each 
year - in the fall and spring. Students 
take it for the first time in the fall of 
their junior year. They have an 
opportunity to retake in the spring 
those portions that were failed and 
additional opportunties are provided 
to take the test in the fall and spring 
of the students’ senior year. 

A close look at the results from 
the Elba City School System revealed 
that the juniors at Elba High School 
improved over the results posted by 
the juniors of a year ago in two of the 
three areas tested. The students 
tested improved one percent in 
reading and six percent in 
mathematics, while slipping four 
percent in language. 

The accompanying chart reveals 
how area school systems did on the 
annual test:

Mary Bruce won a lot of hearts in the Wiregrass in her fight for life that 
ended on Thanksgiving Day. The teenager was a credit.to her family and to 
humanity. We told two men last week -- this young lady was mature far 
beyond her years and should make a lot of us realign our priorities as we go 
through our day-to-day life. We extend our sympathy to her family and our 
friends while fully realizing that they now have a steady aching pain where 
they did have a new hurt and cry every time they looked or thought about 
Mary’s health problems . . . a thousand times a day. Mary is dead, but her 
fight has stirred some normally indifferent citizens into action - and that is 
good, 


We had a fire alarm at the Clipper office late one recent night. It seems a 
patroling policeman saw smoke over the building and called the firemen. It 
turned out to be a quirk of the weather and the smoke was from someone’s 
fireplace or stove, and we are thankful. . . both for the firemen and for the 
fact it was a false alarm. Our business neighbor at Coffee Auto Parts - 
Bennie - is also on the fire department and you can bet he got here in record 
time! 


Former Gov. ‘‘Big Jim'’ Folsom died and was buried recently. A lot of 
writers have written about official and unofficial happenings during his long 
political life. We too can get into that ballgame, having been old enough to 
remember when he was first elected governor of Alabama. We recall his 
campaign trip to our hometown and Mother taking four little children to the 
town square for his speech, correctly predicting that we would be seeing 
history in the making. I don’t remember a thing he said that day but vividly 
recall that big man standing in the back of a pickup truck and drinking a 
whole half-gallon of buttermilk and telling the crowd how good it was and just 
where they had stopped and bought the milk! I was impressed because I 
liked - and still like - buttermilk, and here was a man who could drink half a 
gallon without taking the jug down from his mouth . . . 1 was ready to vote for 
him for president or king - or whatever. Then the second time he was 
elected, wal eight years older and was impressed by different things, and 
can even remember some of the campaign talk. Being a farm boy, I could 
picture him plowing that mule on the banks of Pea-River as he prayed for rain 
so he could stop working. He used that story to neutralize his opponents who 
accused him of stealing - and what was going to happen. He noted that as a 
boy on the banks of Pea River it would cloud up torain, but wouldn’t - and the 
same thing would happen to his opponents. Then there was the time a couple 
of years later when I was in Montgomery sometime during the summer 
(pre-air conditioning) -- I recall leaning in the open window of the state 
capitol, trying to flirt with the switchboard operator who wasn’t but a year or 
so older than myself, and her only real concern being that ‘‘the governor 
might walk in and my actions could get her fired.’’ assured the young lady I 
knew Big Jim and he wouldn't do such a thing . . . but apparently I wasn’t 
very convincing as she finally gave me a good sendoff. 


AIDS training - or more accurately training to prevent AIDS - is coming to our 


schools, and frankly we support this action. While we would rather be 
traditional and leave discussion of sexual matters to parents and children, 
this hasn’t been the facts for many generations. AIDS is not a mistake we can 
overcome with a shot in the doctor’s office . . . it is permanent and deadly, in 
addition to being costly while we are dying. The only solution at present is 
prevention, and this is what will be taught in the schools. We assume it will 
be done professionally and with respect to the children and their families. 
Meanwhile, it would be beneficial for adults to be better informed on these 
matters as well.

AN ORDINANCE GRANTING AN 
EXCLUSIVE FRANCHISE FOR THE 
OPERATION OF A GAS DISTRIBU- 
TION SYSTEM TO THE SOUTH- 
EAST ALABAMA GAS DISTRICT 


Be it ordained by the City Council 
porns body] of the City of Elba, 
abama, as follows: 


Section 1. That the City of Elba, 
Alabama, (hereinafter referred to as 
the ‘‘Municipality’’) hereby grants 
to The Southeast Alabama Gas 
District, its successors and assigns, 
(hereinafter referred to as the 
“District’?) the right, privilege, 
authority and franchise to acquire, 
construct, Own, maintain, enlarge, 
extend, improve and operate a gas 
distribution system in the Municipal- 
ity for the purpose of supplying 
natural gas to the Municipality and 
the surrounding territory and the 
inhabitants thereof and to use the 
Streets, avenues, alleys and public 
ways and places in said Municipality 
for such purposes. , 

Section 2, That the Municipality 
hereby grants to the District the 
right, privilege, authority and 
franchise at any time and from time 
to time, during the period covered by 
this franchise, without any require- 
ment as to permit or fee therefor, to 
construct and extend its mains, pipes 
and conduits over or under or along 
any street, avenue, alley or public 
way or place in said Municipality for 
the purpose of constructing, repair- 


ing, improving, enlarging, — or 
extending said gas distribution 
system, 


Section 3, That the Municipality 
hereby consents and agrees that the 
franchise hereby granted may be 
covered by any one or more mort- 
gages or deeds or indentures of trust 
executed by the District for any one 
or more of the following Nplate 
to-wit, for the purpose of securin 
funds with which to enlarge, extend, 
improve or operate the gas distribu- 
tion system in the Municipality, or 
for the purpose of securing funds 
with which to “enlarge, extend, 
improye or operate the whole or any 
part of the gas transmission system 
of the District, or for the purpose of 
securing funds with which to 
acquire, construct, enlarge, extend, 
improye or operate any other gas 
distribution system or systems which 
the District may acquire, construct, 
enlarge, extend, improve or operate 
in any other municipality: or munici- 
palities any such mortgage shall 
constitute a lien on the franchise 

ranted in this Ordinance and the 
ranchise may be transferred or 
assigned subject to the conditions set 
forth in any such mortgages or deeds 
or indentures of trust, but such 
franchise shall not otherwise be 
transferred or assigned, 

Section 4, That the District shall, 
and by accepting this franchise 
agrees that it will, upon making any 
excavation in the streets, avenues, 
alleys, public ways and places of said 
Municipality in the exercise of this 
franchise, restore the surface and 
paving at the point of such excava- 
tion in substantially the same con- 
dition as before the work was done 
within a reasonable time thereafter 
and will save the Municipality harm- 
less from any liability arising out of 
any change in the condition of any 
Street, avenue, alley, public way or 
place by the said District. 

Section §. That the rights, 
privileges, authorities and franchise 

ereby ranted shall continue in 
force and effect for a period of thirty 
years from the effective date of this 
Ordinance or until the principal of 
and interest on any bonds or 
obligations issued by the District for 
any one or more of the purposes for 
which any mortgage is executed as 
set forth in Section 3 of this 
Ordinance shall have been paid in 
full, whichever shall be the longer 
period permitted by law. 

Section 6. This Ravichite Shall be 
exclusive and the Municipality 
hereby covenants and agrees not to 
grant any franchise for a gas plant or 
system during the term of the 
franchise hereby ranted, insofar as 
an exclusive franchise now is or nay 
hereafter be authorized or permitted 
by law toa public corporation such as 
the District, 

Section 7, That the provisions of 
this Ordinance are intended to be 
severable and, if any one or more 
thereof should be held invalid for any 
reason, the rest shall nevertheless 
stand and be fully effective, 

Section 8. This Ordinance shall 
be published at the expense of the 
District in The Elba Clipper which, 
upon evidence duly submitted to and 
considered by it, the said governing 
body does hereby find to be a 
newspaper published and of general 
circulation in the Municipality, in 
one issue thereof, 

Section 9, All ordinances, reso- 
lutions or orders or parts thereof in 
conflict with this Ordinance are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such 
conflict,

New state policy may breakup © 


husband-and-wife team 


A new state policy adopted on 
Oct, 13 by the Alabama Dept. of 
Human Resources could cause 
problems in Coffee County and may 
lead to the breakup of a husband- 
and-wife team that has worked in 
county offices for a combined total of 
28 years. 

Commissioner Andrew Hornsby 
sent a memo to all state depart- 
ments last’ month that stated 
“Employees will not be placed under 
the direct or indirect supervision of a 
relative either by appointment, 
transfer or promotion,’ because 
“managers in organizations of all 
types and sizes are subject to 
charges of favoritism and preferen- 
lial *reatment,”’ 

The new policy did not spell out 
whether or not it was retroactive; 
however, if the new policy is 
retroactive it would mean that Coffee 
County Director Ron Smith and his 
wife Glenda, a supervisor in the local 
office, would be in direct violation of 
the policy and one of the employees 
would have to be transferred, 

“Whatever the commissioner 
devides we'll abide by,"’ stated Ron 
Smith, county director for 11 years, 
“but we don’t know of any com- 
plaints by anyone at the county level, 
If there is a problem no one has 


brought it to my attention, and | 
hope the state commissioner will 
consider each case on its own and not 
make a blanket statement, 

“It would b a great loss to Coffee 
County if the policy was enforced 
and my wife was forced to go to 
another county, and it seems that 
with the pressing problems facing 
the state, this one would be very 
small,”’ 


Mrs. Smith, an employee in 
Coffee County for the past 17 years, 
is supervisor of the child support and 
adult services agency, as well as 
director of the state's only Family 
Enrichment” Program. She and 
Smith were married only last year, 

Other counties in violation of the 
new policy include Winston, 
Washington and Choctaw, and 
during a conversation this week Ron 
Smith said, ‘1 would just hope that 
each county would be looked at 
individually before any action is 
taken, and if there is no problem ina 
county, the policy would not be 
retroactive, 

“If the policy is retroactive, | 
guess my wife would be transferred 
to a neighboring county, if 
possible,”
